It was observed by source that the thirty-four persons in- 
cluded all diplomatic officials and other employees of the Embassy at 
Washington, D. C», with the exception of those in the Office of the 
Military, Ilevsl and Air Attache, Funds for the maintenance of the latter 
office are provided by the Defense Ministry of the Israeli Government 
rather than hy the Foreign Office. 

Recommended expenditures for non-personnel matters to- 
talled $109, 400, as compared with $99, 732, the total actual cost for such 
matters as of November 30, 19^9* Specific items for which incroose-s were 
recommended included entertainment and functions ((‘•1,200), maintenance of 
building ($2,000), equipment and furniture ($1,000), cable, telephone and 
telegraph ($2,000), publicity and photos ($1,000) and office expenses 
($1,000).
